James W. Eastwood, Dean of 
Admissions, is noneommital- 
“The admissions office doesn't 
have opinions—we just adminis- 
ter.” He did have something to 
Say about the type of new stu- 
dents being admitted, however. 

There are actually 100 fewer 
freshmen to be admitted in the 
|fall than there were last year, 
jhe said, due to a reduction in 
| the number of high school grad- 
puates. But, he said, there has 
been an increase in the number 
of qualified applicants for trans- 
fer from junior colleges and oth- 
er institutions, thus requiring an 
increase of more than 200 over 
last -year’s total, 
| According to Dean Eastwood, 
the problem is being complicat- 
ed by “an increasing trend of 
new students to expect to live
